7.—Completing 
the tariff bill in the committee of the 
whole, that measure was reported to 
the senate, so that legislation provid­ 
ing for customs duties is now regard­ 
ed as on the home stretch. 
Senators generally desiring to ob­ 
tain a reprint of the bill as amended 
before further considering it, the sen­ 
ate adjourned to afford senators an 
opportunity to look over it before 
taking further action. 
The adjourn­ 
ment was taken with the understand­ 
ing that when the body reconvenes all 
sections of the bill that senators do 
not desire to reserve for further 
amendment shall be agreed to en bloc. 
The senate then will consider the to­ 
bacco tax. the only amendment not 
adopted 
in 
the 
committee of the 
whole. When that is disposed of sen­ 
ators will offer and votes will be tak­ 
en on numerous amendments they 
have reserved to be acted upon when 
the bill, in a parliamentary sense. 
shall be in the senate. 
The proceedings jogged along in un­ 
eventful 
fashion. 
Various 
amend? 
ments offered by the committee were 
adopted, after which Senator Smoot 
sent to the desk to have read an 
amendment which he said had been 
recommended by the finance commit­ 
tee fixing duties on tobacco. 
When 
this preliminary procedure had been 
concluded, Senator Daniel of Virginia, 
the ranking minority member of the 
committee on finance, disputed the 
statement of the senator from Utah 
that the provision had been recom­ 
mended by the committee. 


Withdrew the Amendment. 
He characterized it as another “bo­ 
gus committee amendment," stating 
that the minority members had never 
seen it until it had been completed, 
when it was shown to them. 
After 
considerable discussion Senator Aid- 
rich agreed to withdraw the amend­ 
ment and to have it considered by 
the full committee membership before 
reporting it to the senate. 
Among amendments to the tariff 
agreed to was one exempting labor or­ 
ganizations, fraternal beneficiary so­ 
cieties and organizations exclusively 
for charitable and educational pur­ 
poses from the operations of the cor­ 
poration tax provisions. 
Amendments were adopted specify­ 
ing 
Canada 
apd 
the West Indies 
among contiguous countries included 
in the discriminating duty of IO per 
cent ad valorem on imports not manu­ 
factured in those countries and hitro- 
duced into the United States, and also 
extending from two to six months in 
any one year the period during which 
domestic built foreign vessels may en­ 
gage in the coastwise trade. Another 
amendment relieves the United States 
from all reciprocal obligations toward 
foreign nations in the m atter of ton­ 
nage dues.

Burlington, Vt., July 7.—An attempt 
to assassinate the Rev. Joseph F. Gil­ 
lis. a priest connected with St. Mary’s 
cathedral, was made as the priest 
was on his way to celebrate mass at 
St. Mary’s academy and the police ar­ 
rested Miss Beatrice Thompson, an 
artist, aged forty years, charging her 
with assault with intent to kill. 
The woman, according to Rev. Fa­ 
ther Gillis, came out of her house as 
he was passing through Loomis street 
and fired a revolver at him, the bul­ 
let passing through an umbrella which 
he was carrying. 
The police state Miss Thompson has 
shewn a fanatical aversion to the 
Catholic faith and that a year ago 
she wrote a letter to the mayor of 
the

making 
charges 
against 
* priests and nuns which were found to 
^Unwarranted.

Denver, July 7.—Hundreds of East­ 
ern people bound for the Pacific coast 
are blockaded by landslides and floods 
in the mountains in various parts of 
Colorado. Along the line of the Den­ 
ver and Rio Grande railroad west of 
Canon City in the famous Royal gorge 
landslides caused by the rains have 
covered the track to a depth of from 
six to twenty feet. 
Three through 
trains are held at Canon City carrying 
over 1,000 passengers, including dele­ 
gates to the Elks’ national convention 
at Los Angeles and the Epworth con­ 
vention at Seattle. 
At Ramah, Colo.,

The passing of Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale, chaplain of the United States 
senate, at the age of eighty-seven, 
took from Washington one of its most 
and I picturesque figures. 
Dr. Hale’s face and body, like those 
of Chief Justice Melville Fuller of the 
supreme court, once seen, were never 
forgotten. 
Previously the opening of 
the senate or house with prayer had 
been a perfunctory duty. 
With Dr. 
Hale it was different. It was the daily 
service of a minister to God which 
came to be recognized in the years 
that he occupied the post as one of 
the most eloquent of the day, even 
though so brief as to be carried in a 
paragraph. The aged minister took oc­ 
casions of illness and death in the 
senate to preach little gems of sym­ 
pathy, consolation and eulogy. 
He was a friend of every man in 
the senate. He delighted in his inter­ 
course with the senators and loved to 
talk of affairs and books with them. 
He was close to Senator Clark of 
Arkansas, one of the most profound 
scholars of the senate, and was very 
chummy with Senator Frye of Maine. 
Dr. Hale used the vice president’s 
room as his office. 
It was here that 
his daughter helped him don his big 
black ministerial robe for bis morning 
prayer, and from this office the little 
pages escorted him to the senate cham­ 
ber. 
The attentiveness of the daugh­ 
ter of the minister was often comment­ 
ed on as a beautiful tribute of love. 
With visitors Dr. Hale was patient 
and kindly. He took delight in meet­ 
ing strangers, and the capitol guides 
never found him in a mood when they 
could not approach him. Although he 
was a man who had traveled little in 
the west, his knowledge of the United

States and Its citizenship was great 
He had the artlessness of a politician 
without its wiles. 
If a guide intro­ 
duced the chaplain to a party from 
Marion, O., or Tallahassee, Fla., or any 
other place it recalled to Dr. Hale the 
memory of a man who had lived there. 
With this he put his visitors at their 
ease. 
He signed autographs cheer­ 
fully, and the senate pages never 
feared to ask him to write his name 
for a visitor. 
Dr. Hale’s great influence over men 
was not sufficient to teach the United 
States senate to pray, although he tried 
hard enough. 
When he first assumed 
the duties of chaplain over the body 
he asked that the senators join him in 
repeating the Lord’s Prayer at the end 
of his brief morning sermon. 
Day 
after day he called on the senators to 
pray, but the response was so feeble 
that he despaired and abandoned the 
practice. His two banner pupils were 
Senators Platt and Depew. 
Senator 
Platt always mumbled the prayer with 
him, and Senator Depew came in 
strong at the end. The pages respond­ 
ed to his efforts, and all of the little 
fellows lined up dally and participated 
in the prayer. 
Dr. Halo was never able to master 
the details of his own affairs, and he 
was frequently placed in an embar­ 
rassing position by his absentminded­ 
ness. 
A former magazine editor re- j 
called recently that several years ago ; 
he bought a story from Dr. Hale and 
later found that another magazine had 
bought the same story. 
When Dr. 
Hale’s attention was called to it he re­ 
membered and sent a letter of apology, 
inclosing another story, a better one, 
to soothe the feelings of the unlucky 
editor. 
His habit of ignoring all of the de­ 
tails of his home and business life pro­ 
voked one of his brother ministers into 
asserting that if Dr. Hale had not 
been such a success as a minister he 


would have undoubtedly been a tramp 
In Dr. Hale’s home at Roxbury, 
Mass., there is a collection of the most 
valuable literary works of the present 
century. 
Books and prints, pamphlets, 
monograms 
and 
manuscripts 
with­ 
out number are hidden away there. 
Many autograph copies of books and 
manuscripts submitted by friends for 
his perusal and later sent him as gifts 
go to make up a collection of material 
which could occupy the attention of a 
literary student for a lifetime. 
Much 
of the material in Dr. Hale’s library 
was handed down to him by his fa­ 
ther, and his own active life has pro­ 
duced nearly an equal amount. 
Ills 
own manuscripts are there, and tho 
eolleetiofi will no doubt be preserved 
intact by bis son. 
His interpretation of the “National 
Idea” was given by Dr. Hale as in­ 
spiration for his literary masterpiece, 
the parable of “The Man Without a 
Country,” the most remarkable argu­ 
ment for patriotism and fidelity to the 
land of one’s nativity ever written. 
According to Dr. Hale’s explanation, 
the theme of the story, the need that 
Just such forceful, active, partisan pa­ 
triotism as inflamed his own heart be 
brought close to the hearts of Ameri­ 
cans, was working within him at least 
fifteen years before it found expres­ 
sion in the story.—Washington Cor.

HAVE TWO BRANCHES 


Cuynna Ranee Railroad will Tap 
Both North and South 
Cuyuna Ranees 


TO 
BE 
READY BY 
SPRING 


BRAINERD MAN NAMED 


Railroad will be Ready to Com­ 
mence Hauline Iron Ore 
Early Next Sprine 
Duluth, Minn., July 7.—Actual con­ 
struction work on the new Cuyuna 
range road is expected to begin within 
a very few days. 
The contract for the work has been 
let to Foley Bros., the well known 
railroad contractors, and parts of it 
will be sublet by them. The work will 
be rushed as rapidly as possible, for it 
is planned to haul ore to Duluth next 
spring if possible. The new road will 
cut rates on ore hauling, and will make 
the haul to Duluth for 60 cents a ton, 
it is understood. 
Surveyors are now at work complet­ 
ing the right-of-way, and they are ex­ 
pected to finish their work in the near 
future. 
The road will pass through Aitkin, 
and from Aitkin there will be two 
branches. 
One 
branch will 
extend 
north to the Crosby properties, near 
Big Rabbit lake. 
It is understood that 
some rich finds have been made on 
properties. 
Cuyler Adams and his as­ 
sociates also have some valuable prop­ 
erties lying on the shore of Big Rabbit 
lake. 
From there the road will run 
along south of Rabbitt lake, touching 
the property held under Fay’s lease on 
Feigh’s fee, to section 30, where con­ 
siderable exploration work is being 
done. 
The second branch will run along 
south of Serpent lake, passing through 
the Adams, Northern Pacific and Mc- 
Alpine and M erritt properties, and 
running along north of Klondike to 
section 30. 
It is understood that the road will 
use the Soo terminals in Duluth, tem­ 
porarily at least, and ore docks will be 
erected in Superior to handle the ship­ 
ments from the Head of the Lakes. 
Reports from the Cuyuna continue 
to be very encouraging, and it is under­ 
stood that some very rich finds have 
been made on some of the Crosby and 
Northern Pacific properties in particu­ 
lar.

Bryce and President Taft all com m it­ 
ted their respective countries to pol­ 
icies of peace and, in the shadow of 
an old fortress which had witnessed 
some of the bloodiest battles in all 
history, they expressed the hope th at 
never again would the peace among 
th* great nations of the world be in­ 
terrupted by war. 
The president and the other dis­ 
tinguished guests had an interesting 
time from the moment of their arrival 
by special train from Albany. 
The president arrived at Albany 
from Norwich, Conn., and New York, 
the French am bassador from W ash­ 
ington, and the British am bassador 
from Lenox, Mass. 
The visitors were 
then taken to the old Fort Ticonder­ 
oga, where the principal celebration 
of the day was held. 
The president and the am bassadors 
and the members of their staffs were 
shown through the historic ruins of 
“Old Ti,” as 
the natives 
call the 
stronghold which is now in course of 
restoration. 
There was historic in­ 
terest in the old place, alike for the 
representatives of Great Britian, of 
France and the United States for the 
rocky promontory was held in turn by 
the 
French, the 
English and 
the 
American revolutionists. 
Ancient Cannon in Place. 
Some of the old cannon were In 
place and hundreds of rusty relics 
were on view.

kinds of wood contributed by the gov­ 
ernors and officers of every state and

taken from the door of the home of 
one of the pioneer Judges of the H aw k­ 
eye State, aud U tah sent a sam ple of 
wood from its great Mormon temple. 
The blocks of wood were reduced to 
a thickness of about a quarter of an 
Inch, then m arked off from a stencil 
made from a standard map of the U nit­ 
ed States. Each state block was then 
subjected to the jigsaw and saw ed to 
its exact geographical shape. 
Then 
they were dovetailed into each other, 
the blocks fitting as evenly as lf they 
had grokrn in the shape In which they 
were formed. The base to which the 
blocks were glued is made of five ply 
Whitewood, the piles crisscrossing each 
other, the whole m aking a thickness of 
about an inch and a half.

tion ever made in the United States 
stands practically completed in a pat­ 
tern shop on Ontario street, In Chi­ 
cago. The map when finished will be 
placed In the cabin of the new steel 
steam er United States now being com­ 
pleted a t ^lanltowor, 
It w as because of the name of the 
new boat th at the ow ners were led to 
plan some feature th at would bear a 
bit of wood of each of the states. The 
plan was broached to every governor 
and territorial officer In the nation, 
with the result th at each state sent its 
block of wood. 
Each governor was 
asked to send the kind of tim ber th at 
he thought best represented the wealth 
of his state’s forests. 
Pine is more 
extensively represented than any other 
kind of wood, no less than thirteen dif­ 
ferent states selecting this kind. They 
were Nevada, Arizona, Colorado, New 
Mexico, South Dakota, M innesota, Lou­ 
isiana. South Carolina, Georgia, Flor­ 
ida, New York, New H am pshire and 
Alabama. 
M issouri, Arkansas, Ohio, M aryland 
and the D istrict of Columbia sent oak. I 
F ir w as sent by W ashington and Or- I 
egon, aud California sent a beautiful j 
piece of redwood. U tah sent honey lo- j 
cust; Idaho, cypress; M ontana, larch- I 
wood; Wyoming, box elder; North Da- I 
kota, basswood; N ebraska and Indl- j 
ana, cherry; Kansas, Oklahoma, Iowa, 
K entucky, North Carolina and Penn­ 
sylvania, walnut. 
Texas sent a piece of mesquite. W is­ 
consin 
contributed 
birdseye 
maple, 
Tennessee chose red cedar and Missis­ 
sippi, gum, while both Michigan and 
Vermont are represented by fine pieces 
of maple. Connecticut sent chestnut; 
W est Virginia, poplar; Virginia, juni­ 
per; New Jersey, w hite cedar; Maine, 
beech; 
M assachusetts, 
elm; 
Rhode 
Island, mulberry, and Delaware, sassa­ 
fras. 
The state of Illinois furnished a 
great deal of m aterial for the map. In 
the constellation it is represented by a 
fine piece of hickory selected by the 
forestry departm ent of the state. But, 
in addition, for all of the wood by 
which^the w ater surface is to be repre­ 
sented illinois sycamore Las teen se­ 
lected. This m aterial has been treated 
by a creosote plant at Palm yra, where 
the tim ber In the log is subjected to a 
pressure by which the sap is driven 
out and a coloring m aterial injected. 
W hen the log is afterw ard sawed into 
thin boards the grain bears a greenish 
hue, alm ost exactly like the color often 
seen on Lake M ichigan’s surface. The 
grain of the wood has a wavy appear­ 
ance, and from this m aterial the tw o 
oceans th a t border the nation and fill 
of our great lakes have been shown on 
{he map. 
The governor of Pennsylvania sent a 
piece of wood of g reat historic interest. 
It w a s cut from a w aln u t tree th at 
stood on Culps hill a t tho battle of 
G ettysburg. The block th a t was sent 
contained a bullet th a t had been shot 
into th e tree during the great conflict. 
P ractically all of the leaden missile re ­ 
m ains iii the block th a t now lits into 
the map, and it indicates the exact 
geographical location of the fam ous 
battlefield.

The nonm agnetic yacht Carnegie, in 
the construction of which practically 
no iron, steel or other magnetic metal 
w as used, w as launched the othei 
afternoon a t Brooklyn. 
Not a single 
iron bolt, spike or nail bas been used 
in building the Carnegie, the hull be­ 
ing beld together by locust tree nails 
and copper bolts and spikes. The en­ 
gine equipm ent is likewise m ade of 
nonmagnetic m aterials, the cooking 
ranges are of bronze, the tableware 
of Mexican silver, while the cooking 
utensils are all made of copper cc 
aluminium. 
The Carnegie when she goes to sea 
a few weeks hence to begin ber first 
voyage for the purpose of obtaining 
correct records of magnetic variations 
aud pther scientific data will be man­ 
ned by a picked crew of men selected 
by the scientific beads of the Car­ 
negie institution of W ashington, for 
which the vessel was built. Andrew 
Carnegie, whose name in big blue let­ 
ters is painted forw ard of the yacht, 
is the one who made this vessel, the 
first of the kind the world has ever 
seen, possible. 
The honor of breaking the christen­ 
ing bottle of wine on the bow of the 
Carnegie when she took her initial 
plunge was given to Miss Dorothea 
Louise Bauer, the young daughter oi 
Dr. L. A. Bauer, director of the de­ 
partm ent of terrestrial m agnetism in 
the Carnegie institution. 
As the yacht started down the ways 
one of the men in the launching parti 
remarked th a t the launching was an 
epoch In the marine history of the 
world. 
Ile referred to the fact that 
the Carnegie is the first ocean going 
vessel ever built In which the system 
of gas propulsion has been adopted.
